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SELECTMEN'S   LETTER 


We  respectfully  submit  the  selectmen's  annual  report 
for  the  year  1969: 

( 1 )  Taxes  and  Growth.  As  anticipated  in  the  select- 
men's letter  of  the  1968  town  report,  the  town  was  able  to 
not  only  hold  the  line  on  tax  increases  but  drop  the  rate  for 
1969.  Careful  and  frugal  planning  by  all  departments  was 
responsible  for  this  notable  accomplishment  in  a  time  of 
contniuing  inflation.  Hopefully,  the  same  efficiency  and  co- 
operation will  again  minimize  any  large  increases  in  1970. 
Commercial  and  residential  growth  are  continuing  at  desired 
ratios. 

(2)  Water  Line.  The  water  project  has  been  com- 
pleted in  some  4  short  years  and  if  measured  alone  for  the 
fire  protection  factor  is  well  worth  our  investment.  All 
town  buildings  have  also  been  connected  to  the  new  sys- 
tem. The  restoring  of  town  roads  disrupted  by  the  water 
line  construction  will  be  completed  in  the  spring  by  the 
contractor. 

(3)  Recreation.  The  newly  formed  Recreation  Com- 
mittee has  inaugurated  some  excellent  programs  for  both 
children  and  adults  during  the  year.  Unfortunatley,  due 
to  recommendations  by  the  N.  H.  Board  of  Health,  the 
swimming  program  was  forced  to  be  discontinued.  Plan- 
ning for  a  swimming  facility  would  appear  to  be  a  definite 
need  for  the  future. 

(4)  Planning  and  Development.  Your  Board  of  Sel- 
ectmen has  again  had  an  exceptionally  busy  year  attending 
every  meeting  that  has  significant  effects  upon  our  com- 
munity. The  Southeastern  N.H.  Planning  Association  (a 
result  of  last  year's  Article  7  ( HUD )  )  is  gaining  in  partici- 
pation and  interest  from  towns  beyond  the  original  five 
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member  communities.  The  rubbish  disposal  problem  is  one 
of  the  major  concerns  of  this  agency,  and  it  is  striving  to 
find  a  solution  to  it.  It  is  the  opinion  of  this  board  that 
continued  participation  will  solve  many  of  the  mutual  prob- 
lems facing  our  neighboring  communities  and  ourselves 
through  cooperative  planning. 

(5)  Protection  of  Persons  and  Property.  The  fire  and 
police  departments,  under  capable  leadership,  have  again 
this  year  performed  their  responsibilities  with  efficiency.  Un- 
like most  small  communities  we  can  be  thankful  that  we 
have  first  class  fire  and  police  protection. 

(6)  Town  Lands  and  Buildings.  Demands  upon  the 
town  gravel  pit  have  been  extensive  during  the  past  few 
years,  and  strict  control  over  removal  of  gravel  is  necessary; 
however,  with  proper  management,  there  is  an  adequate 
supply  for  the  foreseeable  future. 

With  the  continued  residential  growth  of  the  town  there 
is  a  definite  need  for  more  meeting  facilities  for  larger 
groups.  In  our  opinion,  the  building  that  best  fits  these  added 
needs  is  the  Old  Town  Hall.  It  is  our  hope  to  commence  a 
modernization  program  for  this  grand  old  building,  ex- 
tending over  the  next  two  years.  Our  plans  this  year  are 
in  the  area  of  the  kitchen  and  dining  areas.  With  modern 
facilities  we  are  sure  that  extensive  use  of  the  building  will 
be  made  by  our  citizens.  Combination  windows  are  planned 
for  installation  to  the  Meeting  House  to  effect  fuel  savings 
and  better  ventilation.  They  will  be  designed  to  match  the 
present  architecture  of  the  building.  Other  town  buildings 
are  slated  for  only  normal  preventative  maintenance. 

(7)  Conclusion:  Attention  of  town  resi'dents  should 
be  given  to  several  pertinent  new  amendments  enacted  by 
the  1969  legislature: 

SB136:  Sale  of  land  on  unapproved  subdivision  pro- 
vides for  fine  and  voiding  of  sale.  =  SB213,  Property  Tax 
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Exemptions  for  Elderly,  Additional  exemption  for  those 
over  70  who  meet  certain  conditions.  =  I  IB  193,  Permanent 
Application  for  Veterans  Exemption.  =  HB212,  Head  Tax 
Exemption  at  age  68  or  over. 

In  closing,  our  sincere  thanks  to  all  our  civic  officials 
and  boards  for  their  dedicated  service  and  to  all  our  citi- 
zens for  their  understanding  and  cooperation  that  makes 
Nevvington  the  nice  place  that  it  is  in  which  to  live.

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HIGHWAY    DEPARTMENT 

This  year  the  Highway  Department  and  the  Selectmen, 
along  with  the  State  Engineers,  feel  that  for  the  better- 
ment of  the  Town  and  a  need  to  update  our  roads,  a  new 
road  program  should  be  started. 

It  is  proposed  to  surface  the  "low  travel"  roads,  Old 
Post  Road  and  Little  Bay  and  Fox  Point  Roads,  with  the 
so-called  Dix-Mix,  which  would  be  a  coating  twenty  feet 
wide,  /8  of  an  inch  thick,  graded  and  rolled,  at  a  cost  of 
$4,500  per  mile.  The  state  and  neighboring  towns  have  found 
this  surface  to  be  inexpensive  considering  that  it  will  last 
for  eight  to  ten  years. 

The  heavily  travelled  roads.  Old  Dover  Road  and  Pat- 
terson Lane  will  be  maintained  as  in  the  past  until  we  know 
how  the  industrially  zoned  property  will  be  developed.  In 
order  to  keep  the  budget  in  line,  we  propose  to  surface  a 
mile  of  road  each  year.

In  our  77th  year,  the  library  and  branch  were  busy 
with  services  for  all  ages  from  pre-school  through  adult. 
Grade  and  High  School  students  made  good  use  of  our  book 
and  magazine  reference  materials  with  the  librarians  help. 
There  was  a  good  film  program;  records,  books,  magazines 
and  papers  were  used  in  the  library  and  borrowed. 

A  new  and  expensive  set  of  the  latest  "N.  H.  Law 
Books",  which  were  in  demand  at  the  Hbrary,  were  pur- 
chased and  added  to  our  Reference  Books  collection  for 
in-library  use;  a  set  of  "Life  Science  Library  Books"  was 
also  bought. 

This  year's  Memory  book  from  the  Florence  C.  Watson 
Memorial  Book  Fund  was  "Living  Plants  of  the  World",  by 
L.  &  M.  Milne,  with  many  beautiful  colored  pictures  and 
interesting  articles  about  them. 

The  library  trustees  have  placed  this  Florence  C.  Wat- 
son Memorial  Book  Fund  in  the  care  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Trust  Funds.  It  was  created  after  Florence  C.  Watson's 
death  on  April  14,  1967,  by  friends  and  relatives  and  at  the 
time  of  transfer  amounted  to  a  total  of  $548.44  ($507.50 
plus  interest ) .  The  amount  of  interest  withdrawn  each  year 
will  correspond  with  the  cost  of  books  chosen.

Sincere  thanks  to  John  Foster  and  Tom  Heavner  for 
transportation  and  their  needed  helping  hands;  also  to  War- 
ren Witham  for  again  taking  good  care  of  our  library  urn. 

Near  the  end  of  last  year  Marjorie  Pickering  started 
the  much  needed  cataloging.  She  continued  in  1969,  on  her 
off-duty  hours,  to  where  it  is  nearly  completed  —  so  1970 
should  see  its  completion. 

After  approval  of  Article  9  in  the  Town  Warrant,  a 
9  member  Library  Building  Committee  was  appointed  and 
worked  with  the  Architect,  Don  Sumner.  You  can  see  the 
result  of  their  work  in  the  new  printed  2-Phase  Library 
Expansion  Plan.  Good  changes  have  been  made.  By  re- 
arranging boys,  girls,  and  music  rooms  we  gain  a  fine  maga- 
zine reference  section. 

If  this  plan  is  approved  by  the  townspeople,  Phase  1 
will  include  everything  except  the  children's  area  and  base- 
ment beneath  (which  is  Phase  2  to  be  presented  at  a  later 
date). 

This  year  the  trustees  were  informed  that  Town  library 
employees  had  to  be  covered  by  Social  Security,  since  the 
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Town  hiid  voted  to  cover  its  other  employees  in  1964,  and 
payment  was  retroactive  to  January  1,  1966. 

We  still  have  copies  of  "Newington  Families"  and  our 
librarian  will  be  glad  to  show  it  to  you.  If  you  would  like 
to  have  one,  they  are  $3.00  each  (proceeds  to  library).

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COMMITTEE  REPORT  ON 
EXPANSION  OF  LANGDON  LIBRARY 

The  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Newington  appointed 
nine  townspeople,  whose  names  are  listed  at  the  end  of  this 
report,  to  serve  on  a  committee  to  study  the  need  for  the 
proposed  addition  to  the  Langdon  Library  that  had  been 
submitted  by  the  Library  Board  of  Trustees  in  the  1968 
Town  Report. 

The  meetings  were  held  in  the  Library  building  to  allow 
the  committee  to  become  familiar  with  the  physical  plant 
and  its  functionability.  Mrs.  Marjorie  Pickering,  the  librar- 
ian, was  invited  to  attend  the  meetings  to  lend  her  knowl- 
edge and  assistance  to  the  committee. 

After  a  complete  inspection  of  the  building  and  physi- 
cal plant,  it  was  readily  apparent  that  improvements  should 
be  made  to  protect  the  health,  safety,  and  well  being  of  the 
children  and  adult  patrons  of  the  library. 

PLUMBING  and  SANITATION:  The  plumbing  and 
restroom  area  are  totally  inadequate  to  serve  mixed  groups 
of  children  attending  classes  in  the  library  afternoons  and 
Saturdays. 

FIRE  PROTECTION:  There  is  no  way  in  the  present 
situation  to  protect  the  many  valuable  and  irreplaceable  old 
books,  documents,  and  records  in  case  of  fire. 

DIVERSITY  OF  USE:  Under  the  present  set  up  it  is 
virtually  impossible  to  conduct  any  musical,  audio,  or  video 
programs  for  the  teenagers  without  disrupting  any  other 
programs  or  any  adults  wishing  to  read  quietly.  Nor  can 
the  librarian  properly  supervise  or  give  individual  attention 
to  large  groups  of  children  within  the  present  layout. 

COMMITTEE  REC  OMEN  DAT  IONS:  After  careful 
study  of  the  plans  for  the  proposed  addition  to  the  Lang- 
don Library,  the  Committee  recommends  that  this  project 
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be  carried  out  in  two  phases  of  expansion,  thereby  spread- 
ing the  cost  over  a  longer  period  of  time. 

Phase  I:  Constructing  two  additions;  one  on  each  side 
of  the  present  structure.  One  would  provide  two  separate 
restrooms  and  a  fire  proof  storage  vault.  The  area  under- 
neath this  addition  would  be  excavated  and  provided  with 
a  bulkhead  to  allow  access  to  the  plumbing  and  to  the  ex- 
isting basement  under  the  main  structure.  The  addition 
on  the  opposite  side  would  be  used  for  magazines  and  other 
periodicals.  Tlie  space  between  the  two  additions  would  be 
used  as  a  children's  room.  Tlie  main  structure  would  be 
altered  by  erecting  a  partition  with  sliding  glass  doors  to 
separate  the  teenagers  and  the  music  room  from  the  main 
reading  room.  The  existing  flat  roof  on  the  rear  section  of 
the  building  would  be  changed  to  a  pitched  roof  to  con- 
form with  the  roof  line  of  the  main  structure. 

The  cost  estimate  of  $25,128.00  includes  a  new  forced 
hot  water  heating  system  and  all  plumbing,  electrical,  ma- 
sonry, painting,  and  carpentry  work  necessary  to  complete 
the  two  additions  in  Phase  I  and  the  alterations  and  refur- 
bishing of  the  main  structure. 

The  Library  Committee  feels  that  the  completion  of 
the  proposed  additions  in  Phase  I  will  enable  the  library 
to  offer  a  more  diversified  program  of  educational  enrich- 
ment and  enjoyment  to  all  age  groups,  as  well  as  provide  a 
safer,  healthier,  and  more  pleasant  environment  for  this 
pursuit. 

Phase  II:  The  second  proposed  addition  at  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  $27,949.00  is  offered  for  future  study  and  con- 
sideration by  the  townspeople.  This  second  phase  of  con- 
struction would  add  740  square  feet  of  additional  floor  space 
to  the  children's  area  and  a  work  room  for  the  librarian.  The 
area  below  this  could  be  used  to  worthy  advantage  as  an 
additional  meeting  room  for  civic  groups  and  organizations, 
or  a  further  expansion  of  library  facilities  when  needed. 
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IN  SUMMARY:  Phase  I  would  take  care  of  the  library's 
immediate  needs. 

Phase  II  could  become  a  necessity  in  the  near  future 
if  the  growth  pattern  in  the  town  continues  to  increase. 

The  accompanying  plans  for  the  town's  approval  have 
been  drawn  up  by  Mr.  Donald  Sumner  of  Durham,  New 
Hampshire.  Mr.  Sumner  is  with  the  Hershey  Associates  Firm 
of  Architects.

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OLD  PARSONAGE 

During  this  past  year,  the  Historical  Society  has  con- 
centrated on  refurbishing  the  furniture  in  the  Parsonage. 
Several  pieces,  on  which  time  had  taken  its  toll,  have  been 
repaired  and  reglued  by  Mr.  Richard  Field,  and  are  now 
in  excellent  condition.  A  very  old  cannister  back  chair  has 
been  reseated  with  real  rushes  gathered  in  Newington  and 
woven  by  a  Newington  resident. 

Tliere  have  been,  this  year,  several  significant  addi- 
tions to  the  furniture.  The  complete  list  is  posted  in  the 
Parsonage  but  of  particular  note  is  a  Windsor  chair  for  the 
dining  room,  and  a  crude  Rex  board  chest  for  the  East  bed- 
room. Contributions  to  the  historical  society  collection  came 
from  Margaret  Pickering,  Dorothy  Watson,  Wendall  Cole- 
man, Phyllis  Hodgdon,  Doris  Beane,  Virginia  deRochemont 
and  Barbara  Myers. 

The  plans  for  the  future  include  having  the  Parsonage 
open  to  the  public  on  a  more  regular  basis  during  the  sum- 
mer months,  and  adding  to  the  Museum  Room  upstairs. 
In  this  latter  project,  the  Society  is  looking  for  (1)  New- 
ington items  of  interest,  (2)  old  toys  (anything  prior  to 
1920),  (3)  costumes  before  1900,  and  (4)  genuine  "What's 
its"  of  any  age.  A  "what's  it"  is  being  defined  as  any  article 
no  longer  in  general  use,  such  as  a  hat  pin  holder,  or  one 
which  has  such  limited  use  that  it  is  a  novelty. 

The  town  is  fortunate  to  own  a  building  of  such  in- 
terest and  the  Historical  Society  is  endeavoring  to  meet  the 
challenge  of  keeping  the  Old  Parsonage  worthy  of  being 
visited  again  and  again.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Newington  in  the  County 
of  Rockingham  and  said  State  quaHfied  to  vote  in  Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Newington  Civic 
Center  in  said  Town  on  Tuesday  the  10th  Day  of  March  next, 
1970  at  Ten  O'Clock  A.M.  to  act  upon  Article  1. 

The  Polls  will  open  at  Ten  O'Clock  A.M.  and  unless  extended 
by  vote  at  the  meeting  will  close  at  Six  O'Clock  P.M.  The  Town 
Meeting  will  resume  at  7:30  P.M.  to  act  on  ensuing  Articles. 

Article  1.  To  choose  in  the  manner  provided  by  law:  1  Select- 
man for  a  term  of  3  years;  3  members  of  the  budget  committee 
for  terms  of  3  years;  1  trustee  of  trust  funds  for  a  term  of  3  years; 
1  library  trustee  for  three  years;  1  member  of  the  cemetery  com- 
mittee for  3  years;  a  town  clerk,  collector  of  taxes,  town  treasur- 
er, highway  agent,  auditors,  chief  of  police,  measurers  of  wood, 
surveyors  of  lumber,  fence  viewers,  pound  keeper,  building  in- 
spector and  any  other  officials  required  by  law  to  be  chosen  by 
vote. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  leave  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  town  lands  and  buildings  to  the  discretion  of  the 
selectmen. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  select- 
men to  hire  money  on  the  credit  of  the  town  in  anticipation  of 
taxes  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  the  current  bank  rate. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  select- 
men to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  or  to  be 
acquired  by  the  town  through  tax  collector's  deeds. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  treasur- 
er, with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to  appoint  a  deputy  treas- 
urer. Said  deputy  shall  be  sworn,  shall  have  the  powers  of  the 
treasurer,  may  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  treasurer,  and 
shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  give  bond  as 
provided  in  section  6  of  RSA  41.  (RSA  41  amended  1969  to 
allow  such  action  under  41 :29a) 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  wishes  to  exclude  from  the  plan 


service  of  its  OASI  agreement  Social  Security  Coverage  of  services 
of  election  officials  or  election  workers  for  a  calendar  quarter  in 
which  the  remuneration  paid  for  such  service  is  less  than  $50.00 
(N.H.  RSA-101  amended  in  1969  to  provide  for  such  exclusion.) 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions 
of  RSA  36-A  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  maintaining  a

RECREATION  COMMITTEE 

In  this,  the  first  report  of  the  Recreation  Committee,  we  wish 
to  report  the  actions  taken  during  the  past  year  and  thoughts  of 
the  committee  for  future  action  by  the  town. 

The  Committee  purchased  playground  equipment  consisting  of 
2  horseshoe  sets,  tennis  nets  for  both  North  and  South  Newing- 
ton,  basketball  nets  and  standards  for  South  Newington.  Due  to 
delays  in  receiving  the  equipment,  not  all  of  it  was  erected  in  time 
for  use,  but  all  equipment  will  be  erected  for  use  with  the  coming 
of  Spring. 

Dances  have  been  held  at  the  Civic  Center  which  have  met 
with  varying  degrees  of  success.  We  hope  to  have  more  citizen 
participation  as  time  goes  on.  A  questionnaire  sent  home  from 
school  by  the  Committee  received  very  little  response  to  help  us 
plan  projects,  so  we  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  re- 
quest additional  suggestions  from  the  community. 

Our  long  range  planning  has  encompassed  discussion  of  the 
purchase  of  shore  property  by  the  town  for  future  recreational 
use,  the  construction  of  a  ski,  toboggan  and  sledding  area  at  Sam 
Rowe's  Hill,  and  a  community  swimming  pool  to  be,  perhaps, 
coordinated  with  the  school  for  year-round  swimming. 

Our  plans  for  the  coming  year  include  the  hiring  of  a  part-time 
recreational  director  to  assist  in  the  development  of  programs  for 
all  ages;  the  establishment  of  a  youth  center  at  the  Old  Town  Hall 
to  be  open  for  supervised  use  by  the  teenagers  once  a  week, 
dances  on  a  regular  basis  at  the  Old  Town  Hall,  and  various  sum- 
mer recreation  programs,  including  swimming  lessons.  We  would 
like  to  pave  the  skating  rink  at  the  Civic  Center  to  make  winter 
flooding  easier  and  for  use  as  a  tennis  court,  volleyball  court,  etc., 
during  the  summer. 

Any  and  all  suggestions  for  estabhshing  a  good  recreation  pro- 
gram will  be  welcome.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  report  of  the  activi- 
ties of  this  department  for  the  year.  As  has  been  mentioned 
in  past  reports,  the  town  is  experiencing  growing  pains  and 
we  will  have  to  start  thinking  seriously  about  a  full  time 
police  department  in  the  immediate  future.

We  did  experi- 
ence two  major  strikes,  one  at  Simplex  Wire  and  Cable 
and  another  at  Mobil  Oil  on  Goshng  Road.  These  two  strikes 
required  the  efforts  of  all  the  men  in  the  police  department. 
As  you  know,  in  small  communities  such  as  ours,  the  per- 
sonnel is  composed  of  part-time  employees,  and  as  a  result 
of  this,  one  man  had  to  put  in  two  successive  12-hour  days. 

1  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Lois  Roy 
of  South  Newington  for  the  unselfish  assistance  on  many  oc- 
casions in  relaying  messages  and  important  police  calls  to 
the  Chief  and  the  men  of  the  department  while  they  were 
out  on  patrol.  Thanks  also  go  to  the  Portsmouth  Police  De- 
partment for  its  valued  cooperation.  Appreciation  is  also 
extended  to  our  own  volunteer  fire  department  for  its  am- 
bulance service  which  was  called  for  on  many  occasions.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Less  fortunate  than  our  northern  towns,  we  had  too 
many  fires.  Carelessness  in  burning  trash  and  discarding 
smoking  material  and  children  playing  with  fire  caused 
most  of  the  fires.  Your  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job  would  be 
easier  if  everyone  understood  the  State  laws  that  govern 
the  kindhng  of  outdoor  fires.  A  synopsis  of  these  laws  fol- 
low: 

FIRE  PERMIT 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near 
woodland  anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 
This  includes  household  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  in- 
cinerator, grass  burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as  brush 
burning.  Such  burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to  be 
prior  to  9  a.m.  and  after  5  p.m. 

EXCEPTIONS 

Commercial  or  Industrial  burning  is  allowed  anytime 
under  normal  conditions  with  permission  of  the  District 
Chief  and  a  permit  from  the  Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  prop- 
erty with  the  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  On  another's 
property  with  written  permission  of  the  landowner  and  per- 
mission of  the  Fire  Warden.  The  Warden  can  forbid  such 
fires  if  in  a  hazardous  area.  Permits  for  cooking  fires  in  the 
White  Mountain  National  Forest  can  be  obtained  from 
the  Laconia  OflBce  or  at  the  Ranger  Stations.  Permits  are 
not  required  in  public  camp  or  picnic  grounds  where  fire- 
places have  been  built  for  this  purpose. 

PENALTIES 

1.  For  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit.  Maximum  of 
$200.00  fine;  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
60  days. 
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2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  wilfully  or  reck- 
lessly that  shall  endanger  woodlands  the  maximum 
fine  is  $500.00  or  one  year's  imprisonment. 

3.  For  failure  to  totally  extinguish  a  camp  or  cooking 
fire  before  leaving  it  the  same  penalties  as  in  (1) 
above. 

4.  For  dropping  inflammable  material  in  or  near  wood- 
land, maximum  fine  is  $25.00. 

Fire  prevention  is  a  personal  matter  and  a  good  habit. 
Keep  our  town  free  from  smokes  in  1970.

VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Your  Fire  Department  has  been  kept  very  busy  dur- 
ing 1969  with  all  kind  of  emergencies.  Let  me  hasten  to  say 
that  the  people  of  Newington  have  again  presented  an  ex- 
cellent record  in  the  practice  of  fire  prevention  and  we  have 
not  had  a  major  residential  fire  in  the  town  during  1969. 

The  department  responded  to  23  emergencies,  plus  42 
ambulance  calls.  This  has  kept  them  active  and  on  their  toes 
all  year  and  I'd  like  to  say  that  the  volunteers  responded 
to  these  calls  in  their  usual  expedious  and  capable  man- 
ner. We  also  responded  to  several  mutual  aid  calls  from 
surrounding  communities  and  I  am  proud  to  say  that  your 
firemen  received  the  highest  praise  for  their  efforts.  The 
rescue  boat  was  also  put  to  good  use  both  on  the  Piscataqua 
River  and  on  Great  Bay.  In  another  aspect  of  firefighting 
the  department  has  recently  received  a  letter  of  commenda- 
tion (which  also  contained  a  contribution)  for  the  fine  job 
it  did  at  the  two  boat  fires  at  the  Marina.  I'd  like  to  pause 
here  to  add  my  own  commendation  to  our  men,  who  have 
consistently  maintained  a  high  rating  for  the  department. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Board  of  Fire  En- 
gineers felt  that  the  department  could  operate  more  eflE- 
ciently  with  two  assistant  chiefs  and  appointed  Dick  Spin- 
ney to  this  poistion.  Dick  has  proven  a  definite  asset  to  the 
department  as  such. 

We  have  been  carrying  on  a  continuing  training  pro- 
gram for  our  firefighters,  such  as  operation  of  vehicles,  fire- 
fighting  practice,  etc.,  and  this  year  we  have  concentrated 
on  first  aid  training  under  the  able  direction  of  Medical  OflB- 
cer  Len  Fames.  Len  has  not  only  been  training  our  men,  but 
he  has  found  time  to  complete  courses  given  at  Harvard 
and  Dartmouth  pertainiing  to  the  care  and  transportation 
of  sick  and  injured  persons.  Dr.  Len  has  indeed  won  the 
respect  of  all  of  us  for  his  dedicated  services. 
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A  word  of  praise  to  the  Ladies  Auxiliary,  who  have 
not  onI\'  provided  us  with  welcome  refreshments  during 
emergencies  and  at  training  sessions,  but  also  donated  a 
sizeable  check  to  the  department  to  be  used  for  ambulance 
equipment.  With  this  check  we  purchased  an  orthopedic 
stretcher  which  has  already  proven  its  worth.  Our  whole- 
hearted thanks  to  the  ladies. 

During  annual  reports  in  the  past  I  have  stressed  the 
fact  that  the  time  was  rapidly  approaching  when  a  new 
fire  truck  would  be  needed  and  that  time,  I  feel,  is  now 
here  and  I  have  made  this  recommendation  to  the  Board  of 
Fire  Engineers.  We  feel  we  must  appropriate  the  necessary 
funds  to  purchase  a  custom  built,  first  line  piece  of  apparatus 
capable  of  combatting  any  major  fire  that  may,  heaven  for- 
bid, occur.  Along  with  the  oil  terminals  and  Simplex,  we 
now  have  the  shopping  centers,  and  we  must  have  a  truck 
with  the  necessary  wallop  needed  to  go  into  any  one  of 
these  places,  hit  hard,  fast  and  furious  to  prevent  the  loss  of 
tax  dollars  that  might  be  lost  to  the  town  through  a  major 
conflagaration.  Bear  in  mind  that  should  fire  damage  make 
any  of  these  tax  resources  inoperational  (let  alone  any  loss 
of  life  or  injury),  the  local  tax  rate  would  of  necessity  take 
a  large  jump.  So  let's  equip  ourselves  to  combat  any  emer- 
gency. May  I  remind  you  all  that  our  newest  truck,  the  750 
Ford,  was  put  into  service  in  February  1958,  and  by  Under- 
writer standards,  the  length  of  time  a  truck  can  be  certi- 
fied is  twenty  years.

The  Nevvington  School  Board  feels  that  the  program 
which  we  are  now  working  on  and  have  worked  on  for  the 
past  several  years  is  sufficient  and  adequate  for  the  educa- 
tion of  our  elementary  school  children. 

As  these  children  pass  from  our  school  to  the  Ports- 
mouth Junior  High  and  High  School,  they  have  demonstra- 
ted high  scholastic  standards  in  the  Portsmouth  schools  — 
honors,  awards,  etc.  —  which  indicates  that  our  system  is 
performing  very  smoothly  and  producing  results. 

We  have  worked  with  Supervisory  Union  No.  56  ad- 
ministrators, Superintendent  of  Schools  John  H.  Powers 
and  Assistant  Superintendent  Francis  X.  Corcoran,  and 
they  have  done  everything  they  could  to  maintain  a  good, 
tight  ship  and  have  made  great  strides  in  helping  us  with 
our  kindergarten  program.  We  also  have  a  very  capable 
faculty  with  us  at  this  time. 

In  the  current  warrant,  there  will  be  an  article  to  create 
a  Study  Committee  on  the  AREA  school  agreement  with 
Portsmouth.  Also,  there  will  be  an  article  to  amend  the 
present  AREA  agreement  from  a  five-year  limitation  to  a 
three-year  limitation  on  amendments  to  the  AREA  written 
plan. 

The  school  board  meets  on  the  third  Monday  of  each 
month  and  is  open  to  the  public. 

The  board  is  very  satisfied  with  the  operation  of  the 
plant  in  regard  to  custodial  care,  school  nurse,  and  trans- 
portation. We  feel  that  we  have  had  more  than  adequate 
services  from  these  people,  and  we  should  like  to  extend 
our  appreciation.

The  educational  opportunities  for  the  students  of  New- 
ington have  been  continually  strengthened  during  the  past 
year  because  of  the  community's  support  of  the  board's 
program. 

SCHOOL  PROGRAM 

The  addition  of  kindergarten  will  help  our  youngsters 
to  be  ready  for  first  grade  and  affords  them  the  opportunity 
to  better  compete  in  years  ahead  with  students  from  other 
communities.  The  importance  of  kindergarten  is  significant 
because  it  assures  that  each  child  is  given  equal  opportunity.

Again  we  had  a  dental  clinic  at  the  school  and  20 
children  had  their  teeth  cleaned  and  flouride  applied.  This 
was  done  at  a  nominal  fee  by  Dental  Hygenists  from  the 
N.H.  State  Department  of  Health. 

We  participated  in  "Operation  First  Grade"  by  giving 
the  first  grade  pupils  Tuberculin  skin  tests.  This  was  done 
by  Miss  Constance  Martin  of  the  N.H.  Tuberculosis  and 
Health  Association  at  no  cost. 

In  May  the  P.T.A.  sponsored  and  members  assisted 
at  a  measles  clinic  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Ruth  Allen, 
Public  Health  Nurse,  and  25  school  children,  2  pre-  school- 
ers, one  teacher  and  one  adult  were  given  measles  vaccine 
by  Dr.  Gerald  Shattuck  of  Portsmouth. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  general  health  of  the 
children  is  good  and  to  express  my  thanks  to  our  Superin- 
tendent, School  Board,  Principal,  Teachers,  P.T.A.  members 
and  parents  for  their  help  and  cooperation  during  the  year.
